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Jobs axe 
falls as 
work goes 
to China 

TEN workers are being axed 
at an aluminium casting 
business in Wednesbury. 

Five temporary staff at 
Alucast have been told to 
leave the firm and five full¬ 
time workers are expected to 
be made redundant in the 
next two weeks. 

Bosses say they have been 
forced to make cuts because 
one customer has taken 
work from the firm and sent 
it to China. Workers affected 
include die casters and 
machinists. 

Managing director Tony 
Sartorius confirmed there 
had been a “softening of 
orders”. He said: “If you 
have not got the volume you 
do not need those people.” 

One worker affected who 
wished to remain anony¬ 
mous, said: “I am so angry. 
Half of the people under 
threat have families. How 
are they going to be able to 
support them?” 

Mr Sartorius said he could 
not guarantee there would 
be no further cuts. But he 
added: “I am hoping this is a 
temporary phenomenon and 
we will get busier again. We 
are working with JLR. That 
business is doing well. We 
will be a long-term supplier 
and I am confident we will 
grow with them.” 

The company employs 
about 90 people and Mr 
Satorius said despite the 
cuts, he was looking to take 
on two apprentices. 

Homes help 
from council 

SANDWELL council has 
launched a mortgage 
scheme to help first-time 
buyers. 

The scheme is also aimed 
at boosting the housing 
market and increasing 
house building in the 
borough. 

Under the scheme, first¬ 
time buyers can apply for up 
to 95 per cent mortgages on 
new homes in Sandwell. 

The council, which has set 
aside £2 million for the 
scheme, will hold the prop¬ 
erty as security.

FIRM STEPS IN FOR 
WEST BROM'S HQ 


COUNCIL leaders in Sandwell who were 
angered at the West Bromwich Building 
Society leaving its home town, have 
hailed a property company’s decision to 
take over the society’s HQ in High Street. 

Council chiefs offered the West Brom land worth 
£650,000 for free to build a new base, plus another 


plot for car parking, in an 
attempt to keep the busi¬ 
ness in the town. 

The efforts proved futile 
but now property firm Bond 
Wolfe which already has a 
base in High Street, has 
decided to move into the 
landmark five-storey build¬ 
ing. 

Sandwell Council leader 
Darren Cooper said he was 
delighted the building was 
being taken up so quickly. 

But he added he was still 
baffled as to why the West 
Brom had not snapped up 
the council’s offer. 

“We welcome the news 
that the building is being 
taken over. Bond Wolfe has a 
long tradition with West 
Bromwich. We are attract¬ 
ing big companies. 

Difficult 

“That’s what makes the 
decision by West Bromwich 
Building Society so difficult 
to stomach.” 

The West Brom is to leave 
its home of 160 years to 
move to The Waterfront in 
Brierley Hill. 

About 500 staff will move 
from the present HQ by 
autumn 2013. 

The move was branded 
“an utter disgrace” by Coun¬ 
cillor Cooper, especially

since the firm was offered 
land at the Providence Place 
development for modern 
premises. 

“I still can’t get my head 
around why the deal we 
offered did not add up for 
them,” he said. 

Bond Wolfe is moving 
from its home at West Plaza, 
in High Street, to the build¬ 
ing which will be renamed 
Society House. 

The company plans to 
take up one of the floors of 
the building for its commer¬ 
cial agency and property 
investment business, and to 
let the rest. 

Managing partner James 
Mattin said: “We are already 
in talks with a number of 
firms about leasing space. 
We are delighted with the 
level of interest from poten¬ 
tial occupiers. 

“We want this to become a 
real flagship building at the 
heart of West Bromwich. 
Using our local knowledge 
we believe we will deliver 
Society House as a perfect 
building for established 
companies to base them¬ 
selves at, for many years to 
come.”

Cheats are 
warned 
of a legal 
crackdown 

SANDWELL Council is 
cracking down on people 
who falsely report their bins 
lost or stolen. 

People could face prosecu¬ 
tion for phony claims which 
cost the taxpayer around 
£200,000 each year. 

Sandwell Council receives 
up to 1,000 requests for new 
bins every month. However 
a recent investigation 
revealed around half the 
claims were bogus. 

A sample of domestic 
waste bins reported missing 
or stolen in the first week of 
July showed that 30 of 66 
claims were not genuine. 

Of the 30 false claims, 12 
people were found to have 
their original bins, 11 were 
for properties not built or 
lived in, four were for trade 
premises and three were at 
non-identifiable addresses. 

Councillor Ian Jones, 
Sandwell’s cabinet member 
for Neighbourhood Services 
said: “We get between 800 
and 1,000 requests for 
replacement bins every 
month which costs hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of 
pounds each year. 

“Research has shown that 
some people are requesting 
replacements when they still 
have their bins. As a last 
resort, residents could be 
prosecuted for false claims. 
However we hope people 
won’t abuse the system. 

“We are determined to 
reduce the amount we are 
needlessly spending on bins 
that do not need replacing.” 

Hazards of 
wheelie bins 

ACCIDENT and emergency 
staff treated three people for 
accidents involving wheelie 
bins in a year, including a 68- 
year-old woman who fell 
into one. 

Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust, which runs Sandwell, 
City and Rowley Regis hos¬ 
pitals, said the woman lost 
her footing and fell into the 
bin. A 39-year-old man went 
to A&E after a bin ran over 
his foot, and a 42-year-old 
man was hit by a bin weigh¬ 
ing four-and-a-half stones at 
work, leaving him with chest 
pain.

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£32m hotel scheme delayed by recession 


WORK on a £32 million hotel on the 
site of the former HP sauce factory 
in Birmingham has been delayed. 

Bosses of East End Foods, West 
Bromwich, who are behind the 
development, had hoped work on 
the 15 storey, four-star hotel could 
begin this year. 

But chairman Tony Deep Wouhra 
said he had delayed the project in 
light of the economic downturn. He 


said: “We don’t think the time for 
the hotel has come just yet. The eco¬ 
nomic climate is very difficult at the 
moment.” 

Work on the hotel is now expected 
to begin in the next 18 months. 

Meanwhile, work fitting out a 
£1.5m urban farm and technology 
centre being created as part of the 
redevelopment of the site in Aston 
Cross, is expected to begin next 


month. It will enable visitors to 
trace the journey of food production 
and sustainable farming methods. 

Paul Wouhra said: “As soon as the 
designs are finalised we will go for it. 
It’s quite exciting. We will get 
schools and colleges in. We think it 
will benefit the whole community.” 

Mr Wouhra said they had been 
getting advice from bosses of Paign¬ 
ton Zoo in Devon. 


The completed scheme - includ¬ 
ing the hotel, conference centre and 
farm - will create more than 250 
full-time jobs and is expected to 
increase the firm’s annual profits by 
almost £50m. 

The firm opened Europe’s largest 
rice mill in West Bromwich in late 
2006 and has cash and carry opera¬ 
tions in Steelbright Road, Smeth¬ 
wick and in Highgate, Birmingham.

AN illegal immigrant from Smethwick pock¬ 
eted almost £70,000 with a forged Home 
Office letter that cost her £200, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard.

She bought the forged 
letter and used it to get more 
jobs as she was sending 
money home to pay for the 
education of her two 
younger siblings following 
the death of their mother. 

Mambo, of Beakes Road, 
Smethwick, admitted 
having a false ID document 
and four offences of fraud 
and was sent to prison for 12 
months. The Home Office 
will decide if she should be 
deported on completion of 
the sentence.

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Man jailed 
over sex

A BUS driver has been jailed 
after he gave an under-age 
girl alcohol and then con¬ 
vinced her to sleep with him, 
a court heard.

Mr Abid Hussain, defend¬ 
ing, said the girl had admit¬ 
ted the sex had been 
consensual, and he main¬ 
tained there had been no 
lasting impact on the victim. 

£25 fines 
for three 
in brawl 

THREE footballers, charged 
with violent misconduct 
after a massive fight for 
which police had to be called, 
have been fined £25 each. 

Two players from 
Oldbury’s Himley Hawks 
and one player from Tipton’s 
Plyvine Rangers were 
charged by the Football 
Association following a 
match on September 2.

How society grew to be one of UK's largest 


THE 163-year-old West Bromwich Building 
Society has grown to become the leading building 
society in the Black Country and Birmingham, 
and the sixth largest in the UK, with nearly 
540,000 members. 

The West Brom, which attracted 52,300 new 
savers and a savings inflow of £2.4 billion in 2011- 
2012, has built up an extensive network of 38 
branches employing about 800 people across the 
Black Country and Birmingham, as well as 
Shropshire and Mid Wales. 

It has been recovering in the last three years 
after coming to the brink of break-up in 2009 
when it made a £48.8 million loss because of its 
debts at the height of the recession. 


The level of losses have since been reduced 
annually to £9.5m for 2011-2012. 

Robert Sharpe, the former chief executive who 
came in during 2008 to rescue the ailing society 
with a back to basics strategy, has been succeeded 
by Jonathan Westhoff who joined the organisa¬ 
tion as finance director. 

Strategy 

The strategy, which involved returning to the 
society’s traditional business of savings and 
home loans, is continuing with the aim of return¬ 
ing the society to profit. 

The West Brom was the official club sponsor of 
West Bromwich Albion for seven seasons from 


1997 to 2004 and has been based at its purpose- 
built headquarters in West Bromwich High 
Street since 1978. The society is a major provider 
of financial products and services including 
savings, investments, residential mortgages, 
insurance protection, and financial planning. 

It was formed as a mutual organisation - 
owned and run for the benefit of its members - in 
1849 by 20 locals with the aim of helping people 
to better themselves through savings and the 
security of owning their own homes. 

The society’s nominated charity for this year is 
Acorns Children’s Hospice,which provides care 
for children and young people with life-limiting 
illnesses.

West Brom is accused of 
abandoning its home town 


THE leader of Sandwell Council condemned 
the decision to move the headquarters of the 
West Brom Building Society to Dudley as an 
“utter disgrace”. 

Council leader Darren Cooper said the authority was 
“shocked and deeply disappointed” by the society’s 
announcement that it was to move from its 160-year-old 
home in the town to Point North at The Waterfront. 

But while the news was received with shock in Sandwell, 


over in Dudley business and 
council bosses described the 
move as “excellent news”. 

Business and union 
leaders in the borough have 
also expressed their shock. 

Councillor Cooper said 
the council had “bent over 
backwards” to keep the 
building society in its home 
town. 

Land for new offices and 
car parking at a premium 
location at the heart of the 
new town centre had been 
offered on attractive finan¬ 
cial terms. 

He said: “I believe the 
society is treating the people 
of West Bromwich and 
Sandwell appallingly. 

History 

“It has built its business 
on the back of hard working 
people in the area over many 
years, and now it is aban¬ 
doning them and its own 
history. 

“This decision is an utter 
disgrace. 

“I hope local people will 
consider the society’s deci¬ 
sion to move when deciding 
what to do with their 
money.” 

Sandwell Chamber of 
Commerce president 
Ninder Johal also expressed 
his disappointment. 

He said: “I think histori¬ 
cally the West Brom has 
been based in West 
Bromwich High Street. 

“It’s a shame it’s going. 
The name and the branding 
may be somewhat tarnished

by a move. From the per¬ 
spective of Sandwell, it is a 
shame it is no longer going 
to have its base there. 

“It probably won’t affect 
the consumer experience too 
much but people might con¬ 
strue it does not care about 
the town as much.” 

Brian Rickers, of the 
Unite union, said: “I think 
this is a loss for Sandwell 
borough. 

“You would think the 
society, which has had so 
many people in West 
Bromwich use it for so many 
years, would have a bit more 
loyalty to the town.” 

By contrast, counciland 
business leaders in Dudley 
hailed the move as a boost 
for their borough and the 
ailing Waterfront complex 
there. 

The site in Brierley Hill 
was once seen as being a 
central part of the area’s 
regeneration but it has been 
hit by closures in recent 
years including Lloyds 
Banking Group, and many 
of the units are empty. 

It is hoped the West Brom 
move will inspire other 
firms to follow. Leader of 
Dudley Council David 
Sparks said: “This is excel¬ 
lent news. The fact that such 
a significant financial insti¬ 
tution has chosen to come to 
Dudley is a big vote of confi¬ 
dence for the future of the 
area.”

Health reforms expected to cost jobs 


A “SIGNIFICANT” number of 
health staff in the Black Country 
will lose their jobs next year under 
controversial reforms. 

Primary Care Trusts are being 
scrapped from April. Many roles will 
be transferred to councils, and 
fewer staff will be employed. 

The four trusts in the Black 
Country have been inviting people 
to apply for a “mututally agreed res¬ 


ignation scheme” - a form of volun¬ 
tary redundancy So far 230 have 
done so - a fifth of the 1,100 staff at 
the Black Country cluster of PCTs. 

Consortia of GP practices will 
take on responsibility for commis¬ 
sioning most health services, while 
councils will take on PCTs’ public 
health functions lead the local inte¬ 
gration of health and social care. 

Dudley Council expects to take on 


around 80 staff with similar 
numbers likely to be taken on by 
Sandwell, Wolverhampton and 
Walsall. 

The consortia, called clinical com¬ 
missioning groups, have recruited 
their staff or are in the final stages. 
Michelle Beddow, spokesman for the 
Black Country cluster of PCTs, said: 
“Discussions are continuing with 
the local authorities on the transfer 


of public health staff and services. 
The National Commissioning Board 
is also still making decisions on the 
structures for local offices. It is 
expected that the new organisations 
will employ significantly fewer staff 
than the PCTs do.” 

She aded: “The situation is a diffi¬ 
cult one for staff and every effort is 
being made to offer as much support 
as possible.” 


School launches £200k 
changing rooms plan 


ONE of Sandwell’s biggest schools has 
announced plans for a £200,000 changing 
block which can be used by the community as 
well as pupils. 

Bosses at the RSA Academy in Tipton want to build the 
block, which will feature two large changing rooms, a refer¬ 
ees’ room, and kitchen, next to a playing field on the school 
site. The pitch is used by 
teams of all ages and staff 
want to create more conven¬ 
ient facilities for them 
rather than than having to 
go inside the school building. 

“This is part of a contin¬ 
ued programme of updating 
facilities, said Lesley James, 
the school’s extended serv¬ 
ices coordinator. 

“We’re a big site and we 
want to make the most of it. ” 
Plans submitted to 
Sandwell Council confirmed 
the building would include 
showers, one with a seat for 
elderly or disabled people, 
plus a locker room. 

The site off Bilston Road 
is next to an existing car 
park for 34 cars and, as part 
of the scheme, four spaces 
will be made disabled spaces. 

Work on the 12,000 sq ft 
building is due to begin next 
spring. 

Maximise 

“We’re fortunate in 
having large grounds and we 
want to maximise their use, ” 
said Lesley James. 

“There are already chang¬ 
ing rooms in the actual 
building but we’re finding 
they’re not used very much; 
a lot of teams are coming 
already changed. But this 
will be comfortable for 
people to use.” 

School bosses have asked 
permission to keep the 
building 7am to 9pm. 

A planning report says: 
“The proposed building will 
provide dedicated changing 
facilities for students and 
the community. ” 

Sandwell Council is due to 
make a decision over the 
new proposals next month. 


Rail firm 
is taking 
on extra 
trainees 

FIVE apprentices are being 
taken on in the West Mid¬ 
lands including Sandwell, as 
part of Network Rail’s train¬ 
ing programme. 

Bosses received more 
than 6,500 applications and 
decided to take on an extra

Two will be taken on at 
the Stafford depot and three 
at Sandwell and Dudley. 

They will train to become 
maintenance engineering 
technicians. 

They will spend a year 
alongside the Royal Navy at 
Europe’s largest engineer¬ 
ing training facility HMS 
Sultan in Hampshire, and 
then continue on-the-job 
training for two more years. 

Network Rail spokes¬ 
woman Jo Kaye said: “We’re 
recruited smart and enthu¬ 
siastic young men and 
women with a variety of 
work experience, education 
and backgrounds. 

“With the big projects 
ahead of us, we need more 
exceptional people to deliver 
a better value and efficient 
railway. They can earn while 
they learn and go as far as 
their aptitude, attitude and 
ambition can take them.”

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Burglar 
aged 20 
wanted 
prison 

A BURGLAR targeted his 
mother’s West Bromwich 
home twice within days 
because he wanted to go to 
jail, a court heard. 

James Morris smashed a 
rear window to get in on the 
first occasion last week, 
stealing alcohol plus food. 

Then, while police were 
looking for him, he tried to 
break in while high on drugs 
two days later, but was dis¬ 
turbed by neighbours. 

When he was caught, the 
20-year-old, of no fixed 
address, told police he would 
continue to offend until he 
was put in prison.

Morris pleaded guilty to one 
count of burglary and one of 
attempted burglary. 

Milo Turner, defending, 
made no application for bail. 

The case was adjourned 
and Morris will be sentenced 
on October 23.

BIDS are being drawn up for funding 
from sports bodies as a campaign 
gathers pace to raise £500,000 to 
secure the future of Olympic star 
Kristian Thomas’s gymnastics club. 

The Earls Club in Halesowen will 
look for cash from the Big Lottery 
Fund and Sport England to help pay 
for a new site in the town. 

Business dinners are also being 
organised to get firms in the region 
behind the campaign. 

It is being run by ward councillor 


Ken Turner, who will lead talks with 
Dudley Council in the coming weeks. 

Councillor Turner is also hoping 
to set up a meeting with council 
chiefs to discuss possible locations in 
the town. 

Kristian, of Wednesfield, helped 
win Great Britain’s first medal in 
the team event for a century when 
they scooped bronze at London 2012. 

The club, where the 23-year-old 
trains every week, is struggling to 
make ends meet. It has nearly 400 


youngsters on the waiting list as the 
current premises at the Earls High 
School in Furnace Lane are too 
small. 

Councillor Turner said: “We have 
lots of plans for ways we can raise the 
money and we want to hold some big 
business dinners so we can get some 
support from local firms. 

“This is our opportunity to 
demonstrate that we want to build 
on the success of the Olympics and 
create something for the future.” 


The club struggles to pay its 
£28,500 ayear rent so it is hoped that 
buying a new site will secure its 
future. Club chairman John 
Caulwell said: “It would be great to 
find new premises and we are grate¬ 
ful for all the help we can get.” 

Five coaches have already been 
laid off this year as the £100,000-a- 
year running costs are paid solely 
from membership fees. 

The club receives no other grants 
from the council or sports bodies.

1,000 council staff will 
move to save £2m a year 


ABOUT 1,000 workers will re¬ 
locate under latest Sandwell 
Council plans to streamline 
operations, which will save 
more than £2 million a year. 

Authority chiefs have already com¬ 
pleted the first stage of their office 
strategy, under which workers were 
moved from four sites in West 
Bromwich to save on rent and business 
rates, and bills. 

The changes saw 400 workers move 
into Sandwell Council House, saving 
£1.5 million a year. 

Now it can be revealed where bosses 
believe they can make further savings. 

It is planned to move workers from 
Crystal House in Oldbury by next 
spring, and out of the rear part of 
Smethwick Council House. 

Borough finance chief Councillor 
Steve Eling is also due to approve 
buying the leasehold of Metsec House, 
Oldbury, where the children and fami¬ 
lies department is based, and offset 
costs by selling 6 Simpson Street, 
Oldbury. It is then planned to move 
more staff into Metsec House. 

Hot-desking 

By the end of 2014, the council will 
have vacated eight of its larger build¬ 
ings. It will mean moving about 1,000 
staff and will help the authority find 
the £75 million necessary savings by 
2015. 

Councillor Eling said: “This will lead 
to saving about £2 million a year on 
rent, rates and running costs. There 
will be further savings because the 
staff will work in cost-effective ways.” 

The scheme will tie in with council 
plans for mobile working and hot- 
desking which will save about £3.5m a 
year. In all, the council’s staff will be 
spread over 22 offices by 2014, com¬ 
pared to 38 in 2008. 

Staff have already moved from the 
municipal buildings in Rowley Regis 
and from Development House, 
Shaftesbury House and Environment 
House in West Bromwich. 

Workers left West Bromwich offices 
Kingston House, Intersection House 
and the block at the rear of the Town 
Hall - which has since been demolished 
- a year ago.

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Four years for rioting 
teen who robbed shop 


A TIPTON teenager who 
grabbed a terrified shopkeeper 
by the throat and demanded 
money during last year’s riots 
has been locked up for four 
years. 

Kyran Williams, now 17, was among 
rioters who kicked through a metal grille 
and entered Sunitek-Marsham Ltd in 
Wolverhampton. The teenager can be 
named after a judge ruled reporting 
restrictions protecting his identity be 
lifted due to the severity of the crime. 

The electrical shop’s owner Sham Dev 
Sharma was alone in the store in Broad 
Street and had closed 30 minutes early to 
protect his business. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard he 
pushed a panic button as the rioters 
entered but received no response. 

He tried to leave the shop but Williams 
grabbed him round the throat and 
shouted “where’s the money?” 

Pushed 

He pushed the shopkeeper back into 
the store and Mr Sharma agreed to open 
the till. Williams and others grabbed 
about £230. Mr Sharma fled and later 
found the shop ransacked and his stock, 
worth around £60,000, taken. 

Judge Robin Onions described 
Williams’ actions on August 9 last year as 
“cowardly”. 

Williams, of Kenilworth Close, admit¬ 
ted robbery at an earlier hearing. 

Jas Mann, defending, said his client 
was barely 16 at the time. “Although a 
substantial amount was taken he would 
have had only a small amount of it,” he 
said. 

The judge said: “Mr Sharma was alone 
in the shop at the time and this must have 
been absolutely terrifying. It is the 
actions of a coward to go with the herd 
and takes courage to say you will have no 
part in such an action.”

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New vision for £9m 
health centre unveiled

health centre in Wednesbury 
will look. 

The artist’s impression showing 
revised plans for the development in 
High Bullen have been put on display 
at The Wesley Centre.

“We have listened to their comments 
and hopefully people will appreciate 
the changes.” 


The development received a 
resounding thumbs up from people 
who popped into The Wesley Centre to 
see the fresh pictures. Grandmother- 
of-three Iris Hooper, aged 75, of Hollies 
Drive, said: “It looks all right to me. It 
looks clean and modern, I think people 
in Wednesbury will like it.” 

Her views were echoed by waiter 
Zahed Rahman, of Wharfedale Street. 

“I think it’s a good idea, this is 
exactly what Wednesbury needs,” he 
said. “It looks very modern, a bit like a 
college. It’s a good idea to have the two 
surgeries under one roof.” 

It is hoped the new centre will be 
open by 2014.

Old skills are best for 
historic house repairs 



PARENTS can pick up a free starter 
book pack from libraries and chil¬ 
dren’s centres across Sandwell. 

As part of the Bookstart scheme 
families can pick up the packs when 
they go for health checks. 

Last year the packs were given out 
to 97 per cent of children aged up to 
12 months in Sandwell. 

Nicola Morris, early years library 
service co-ordinator at Sandwell 
Library Service, said: “Sandwell dis¬ 


tributes Bookstart packs to health 
clinics around the borough. It is part 
of a scheme that operates nationally 
to encourage families and children to 
get into the reading habit and bond 
over books. 

“In some instances when people 
don’t attend health checks they miss 
out on getting their packs so libraries 
around Sandwell and children’s 
centres have been sent a supply of 
packs.” 


PART of the Elizabethan Oak 
House, West Bromwich, is 
undergoing urgent repairs - 
with experts using the “good 
old ways” to preserve the black 
and white building. 

Conservation experts have been 
drafted in by Sandwell Council for the 
repairs, centred on a 17th century hori¬ 
zontal beam on which the timber frame 
rests. 

They will also replace parts of the 
timber frame and the panel infill that 
have been damaged by the failure of the 
beam. 

Museum manager Frank Caldwell said: 
“The 30cm square beams run on top of 
the stone and brick foundation at the 
bottom of the building. 

“These were all replaced at the front of 
the building in the 1890s restoration, but 
were patched at the back and sides. 

“An additional 100 years of wear and 
tear has caused the beams around what 
was the bolting room - where ground 
flour was sieved and stored - to fail.” 

“We are taking the opportunity to 
replace and repair other timbers affected 
by water damage, and replace all the 
panel infills in this part of the building.” 
He explained that historically, this would 
have been done with wattle and daub - a 
lattice of timber strips covered with lime 
plaster. And he said: “The old ways are 
the best ways.” 

Craftsmen from Berkshire are doing 
the work and repairing floorboards suf¬ 
fering from wear and tear caused by 
15,000 visitors a year.

Battling Jack stuns all 
as he starts at nursery

A BRAVE young boy has battled back from 
the brink since suffering severe brain 
damage when he was knocked down in a 
road accident in the Black Country. 


Jack George Pinder, 
aged three, has started 
nursery as he continues 
his recovery after the 
crash in Stourbridge. 

He was airlifted to Birm¬ 
ingham Children’s Hospital 
with serious head injuries 
after he was hit by a car 
towing a trailer on Decem¬ 
ber 27. 

The boy had run into the 
road during a family gather¬ 
ing in Wollaston, colliding 
with the trailer pulled by 
the Toyota Avensis. 

He suffered multiple face 
fractures, as well as frac¬ 
tures to the roof of his 
mouth, skull fractures and 
was left with severe brain 
damage. 

Doctors feared the worst 
saying his brain was so 
damaged that he may have 
lost many of his natural 
abilities including swallow¬ 
ing. 

But Jack stunned medics 
and family to battle against 
the odds. 

He returned to his Wol¬ 
laston home earlier this 
year and has now been able 
to join classmates at 
nursery. 

His mother Terri Gricic 
kept a vigil at his bedside in 


the days after the accident 
as he was brought out of his 
induced coma. 

But it was several weeks 
before Jack awoke and 
opened his eyes. The 33- 
year-old said she feared for 
her son’s life when doctor 
told her the severity of his 
injuries. It was awful, but it 
has been a miracle and now 
he has reached another 
milestone,” said Terri who 
also has a 12-year-old 
daughter Taylor. 

She now wants to raise 
awareness of child safety on 
roads to try to stop similar 
accidents. 

Rehabilitation 

Jack started at The 
Bromley Special Nursery, in 
Bromley Lane, Kingswin- 
ford, last month and contin¬ 
ues his rehabilitation 
thanks to the care of com¬ 
munity health staff. 

Terri is now focusing on 
helping to organise a 
fundraising event for Jack 
on October 22 at Dudley 
Kingswinford Rugby Club, 
in Swindon Road, Wall 
Heath, from 1pm. Cash 
raised will go towards spe¬ 
cialist equipment to support 
Jack.

Gates are 
taken off 
for£5k 
spruce-up 

A PAIR of historic gates 
which used to lead to a 
Stourbridge hospital have 
been whisked away for a 
facelift. 

Dudley NHS is spending 
almost £5,000 on sprucing 
up the ornate wrought iron 
gates to the old Corbett Hos¬ 
pital building in High 
Street, Amblecote. 

The move has been wel¬ 
comed by local historians. 

They say that the light 
blue-painted gates, which 
have an archaeological 
listing and are more than 
100 years old, had become 
rusty looking and slightly 
bent. 

When members of Amble¬ 
cote History Society first 
spotted the gates had disap¬ 
peared on Monday, they 
feared they may have been 
stolen by metal thieves. 

But the alarm turned to 
delight when Dudley NHS, 
which now owns the site, 
revealed it had removed 
them for refurbishment. 

Dudley NHS spokesman 
Lindsey Harding said: 
“Members of the local com¬ 
munity were concerned 
about the condition of the 
gates and we found we had 
some money in our capital 
programme which would 
cover the cost of refurbish¬ 
ing them. 

“They were corroded and 
had little bits missing but, 
when the specialist work is 
finished, they should be 
looking shiny and beautiful 
again.”

Child kidnapper faces 
indefinite prison term 


A DOUBLE child kidnapper 
responsible for the abduction 
of a 10-year-old boy in 
Oldbury which rocked the 
community is facing an indef¬ 
inite jail term. 

Michael Jackson, aged 50, previously 
of Lowrey Court flats, Bristnall Hall 
Road, Oldbury, was first arrested in 
November last year, after a 10-year-old 
boy was found in his ground-floor flat 
with his arms bound and a white sheet 
wrapped around his body. 

He can be named as having admitted 
the crimes, after reporting restrictions 
were lifted by Judge Nicholas Webb at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court on 
Monday. 

He pleaded guilty to kidnap, sexual 
assault, false imprisonment and kidnap 
with intent to commit a sexual offence 
in relation to the boy’s disappearance. 

Admitted 

He first admitted those charges at a 
court hearing in May, as well as abduct¬ 
ing a 10-year-old girl in the West Mid¬ 
lands on September 14, 2011. That 
victim came forward after media 
reports of the Oldbury kidnapping. 

Jackson, who was originally called 
Albert English, was remanded in 
custody until sentencing on October 29. 

The court is now expected to consider 
whether he should face an indetermi¬ 
nate sentence of imprisonment for 
public protection, which is reserved for 
particularly dangerous offenders who 
pose a significant risk of harm. 

The kidnapper, a former pirate radio 
DJ, was born Albert English but 
changed his name by deed poll to 
Michael Jackson to impress a former 
wife. 

His ex-wife Lisa Grose, of Rowley 
Regis, said after a previous hearing in 
February: “I haven’t had anything to

do with Michael since we divorced in 
2000 . 

“We got married in Birmingham in 
1995. It was a low key affair with just 
friends and family. It didn’t work out. 
My life has moved on since then. 

“But this has all come as a bit of a 
shock to say the very least.” 

Detective Chief Inspector Gary 
Booth, who led the investigation, said: 
“This incident had a massive impact on 
the child, a second victim who came 
forward shortly after, and the wider 
community who were hugely concerned 
about their own families and how such 
a distressing offence could be commit¬ 
ted on their doorstep.

“We are pleased that these young 
victims and their families have been 
spared the ordeal of a prolonged court 
process and we hope that they can be 
comforted to know that he is likely to 
face a significant prison sentence.” 

He added: “A local community group 
was also born out of this incident and 
they continue to work with local police 
in Sandwell to ensure they provide 
information and reassurance to those 
concerned by the events of last Novem¬ 
ber. 

“We hope all those affected take 
comfort from knowing that a danger¬ 
ous offender is off the streets.”

Young wizard makes 
another magical return 


I n 1979, the BBC made The 
Legend of King Arthur, a version 
of the oft-told tale of brave 
knights, legendary sword Excalibur 
and the Lady of the Lake. 

Andrew Burt (Emmerdale’s first 
Jack Sugden) played Arthur, and 
Robert Eddison (Indiana Jones and 
the Last Crusade) was his faithful 
sorcerer Merlin. It was worthy, but a 
bit dull; little wonder the seven-part 
saga died a death after one series. 

These days many viewers want 
their Arthurian legends to look like 
Hollywood blockbusters rather than 
dusty old dramas, which is probably 
why Merlin is still going strong after 
four years. 

Admittedly, there were a few 
problems when it debuted in 
2008, not least a dragon with the 
voice of John Hurt who kept 
repeating the sorcerer’s name 
every 30 seconds. Thankfully, 
the script has improved a lot since 
then, so there will be a lot of happy 
fans as the saga returns for a fifth 
run. 

In the opener, Camelot looks 
more prosperous than ever, but in 


the frozen north, men are vanishing 
without explanation. 

King Arthur (Bradley James) and 
his knights risk life and limb to find 
out why, but to get answers, Merlin 
(Colin Morgan) must first fight a 
battle that pushes him to his limits. 

Of course, had the Harry Potter 
saga not been such a huge 
success, there’s a good bet Merlin 
the series would have never been 
given a green light. 

But with young British wizards 
being a lucrative commodity, 
creators Julian Jones, Julian 
Murphy, Johnny Capps and Jake 
Michie decided to strike while the 
iron was hot and get their show out 
to the masses. 

With the first series averaging an 
audience of 6.2 million an episode, 
BBC bosses soon waved their 
magic wand and commissioned a 
second run. Why does series 
regular Anthony Head (Uther) think 
Merlin has succeeded where so 
many similar shows fail? 

“If you handle fantasy right and 
don’t take your audience for granted 
and basically try to push the 


envelope a little bit, you get a very 
interesting show,” he explains. 
“People have tried before and failed 
because of not observing the 
above.” 

In the early days Head, who 
returns later in this run, was worried 
that the part of Uther would be a 
disappointment to himself and fans 
of the legend. 

“When I first was offered the show 
I was a little worried that my 
character and the show might 
be a little bit two-dimensional, and 
might be a bit young,” he admits “But 
I was assured right from the outset 
... that was not their intention and 
they wanted it to have several levels 
and basically give the audience 
plenty of dark to go with the light.” 

He adds “It’s sold worldwide to an 
incredible number of territories and 
at the same time does really good 
business on the night.” 

Though the Beeb apparently 
planned five series from the outset, 
as many are transfixed by Merlin’s 
magic, it wouldn’t be much of a 
shock if he and Arthur returned for 
more after this run.

Feeling of regret is 
pointer to progress

IT IS a mark of Albion’s progress 
that the players were disap¬ 
pointed to draw. 

The Baggies departed Villa Park with a 
point that, for around three decades, would 
have sent their supporters home delirious, 
writes Steve Madeley. 

And yet as players, coaches and fans made 
their exit from the claret and blue territory 
on Sunday, the flood of satisfaction was 
diluted ever so slightly by a drop of regret. 

Steve Clarke’s men were within 10 
minutes of victory at a ground that, for so 
long, proved an impenetrable fortress for 
generations of Baggies teams who existed in 
the shadow of the West Midlands’ self-styled 
flagship club. 

They departed with a more than handy 
draw that left them six points clear of Paul 
Lambert’s men, in the top six after half-a- 
dozen Premier League games that have 
brought just one defeat on a strange day at 
Craven Cottage. 

Expectations 

It was a result with which Clarke and his 
players had every right to be happy, and by 
and large they were. 

Yet the fact that several Baggies players 
spoke of what might have been as they 
boarded the coach to return to the Black 
Country painted a clear picture of the rock¬ 
eting expectations around The Hawthorns. 

‘Pride of the Midlands’, sang Albion’s 
fans before and after Darren Bent’s late lev¬ 
eller denied them the three points that 
would have given them ultimate regional 
bragging rights. And it was not just a cheap 
jibe with which to bait their Villa counter¬ 
parts, but a hard-earned status and a tag of 
which Albion supporters are proud. 

But there was a spell in the second half 
when Albion, just as they had last year 
against both Villa and Wolves, demon¬ 
strated just why they have taken on the role 
of West Midlands’ top dogs. While 


Lambert’s Villa are a side in the infancy of 
their development, modern-day Albion are 
an outfit with the ability to control a top¬ 
flight game. 

The fluidity, imagination and crispness of 
distribution they displayed either side of 
Shane Long’s deserved 51 st-minute opener 
was typical of new confidence and poise. 
Clarke’s men went into the derby with fans 
confident they could heap more misery on 
Villa. 

And for almost half-an-hour it appeared 
their belief was well-founded after Long, 
who had missed a first-half sitter and seen a 
header ruled out for offside in the second 
period, showed his confidence was unaf¬ 
fected as he sprinted in at the far post to 
turn home a cross from James Morrison. 

It was just reward for two of Albion’s 
better players with Long’s fine movement 
and tireless running justifying his recall at 


the expense of Romelu Lukaku and Morri¬ 
son’s elusive darts continuing his eye-catch¬ 
ing start to the new season. 

For a while, the Baggies kept the ball with 
the strut of top-flight thoroughbreds with 
Morrison irresistible, Youssouf Mulumbu 
irrepressible and Claudio Yacob taking to 
derby-day football with aplomb. 

But, to their credit, Villa responded to 
their fans’ vocal encouragement and fought 
hard. The hosts could justifiably point to 
their own spell of pressure before half-time, 
during which Ben Foster twice excelled in 
the Baggies goal to deny Brett Holman. 

With 10 minutes remaining, Bent swept 
home a rebound in a goalmouth scramble to 
finally breach the Baggies defences. 

Yet still Lukaku might have restored the 
Baggies lead only to be denied, first by the 
woodwork and then by Brad Guzan, as 
Albion had to settle for a point.

KENYAN distance stars Eliud Kipchoge 
and Micah Kogo are aiming to succeed Haile 
Gebrselassie as Bupa Great Birmingham 
Run champion - and break his course 
record. 

They head to Birmingham on October 21 
confident they can crack the legendary 
Ethiopian’s half-marathon time of one hour, 
two minutes and 28 seconds set last year. 

Kipchoge, a former 5000m world cham¬ 
pion and Olympic silver and bronze medal¬ 
ist, made the decision to switch his attention 
to a serious road running career earlier this 
year. The 27-year-old made a spectacular

half- marathon debut in Lille, France, where 
he posted a time of 59min 25sec, earning 
him selection for his national team at the 
World Championships in Bulgaria on 
October 7. 

Kogo, 26, a 2008 Olympic Games 10,000m 
bronze medallist, finished runner-up at the 
recent Bupa Great North Run, where he lost 
by one second. 

Kogo just failed to rein in his team-mate, 
Olympic Games marathon bronze medalist 
Wilson Kipsang, but was delighted to 


achieve his fastest-ever half-marathon per¬ 
formance of 59min 07sec. 

Breaking the hour mark for the first time 
prompted him to request entry for Birming¬ 
ham where he and Kipchoge intend to blitz 
Gebrselassie’s mark. 

Peter Riley, the event’s elite athlete 
manager, predicts a very quick time. 

“The appearance of these world-class 
stars guarantees a fast race,” he said. “Both 
men are comfortable with taking on the race 
from the front. Eliud made one of the 
fastest-ever half-marathon debuts on his 
switch from track racing, while Kogo was 


involved in one of the greatest-ever Bupa 
Great North Run finishes. 

“Both will be looking for extremely fast 
times in Birmingham and I’ve no doubt, 
weather permitting, we’ll see the 60-minute 
barrier broken - giving the race even more 
prestige as an elite event.” 

The Bupa Great Birmingham Run will be 
broadcast live on Channel 5. This year will 
be the biggest-ever staging of the event with 
18,000 amateur runners taking on the 13.1- 
mile course.
